from Earl Li Hung Clung giving an imperial edict, signed by the Emperor, 
directing hint to proceed immediately to Peking and there to co-operate with 
Prince Ching toward peace negotiations and settlement of all .uar difficulties. 
The edict is dated August 3"th.

CollU P. HuntingUm has a claim to distinction that 


far has escaped the attention, <a\e in an incidental way, o 
both eulogists and critics. It is a distinction that is uniqu 
m view of the spare opportunities of his youth and the pur 
*ttit< of his life; but it is one wholly in fcecpins with hi 
many-sided character and is aptly illustrative of his tre 
mcmloiu industry and the wide ranifc of -his intellectua 
activities. 


He was the first letter writer of liU time. No other man 


in tliU century lias left such an immense variety of written 
comment, vigorous, terse and pungent, on 'man, politics 
events and the tendencies of the day. n\ery line that he ex-er 
wrote is charged nith vital force and preRiiint with Migges 
lion. Hit letters were long or short as the occasion and 
subject seemed to warrant. They were addressed to all sorts 
of people and dealt with every conceivable subject, from 
buying a ticket to a charity fair to building a transccntincnta 
railway, from tho furnishing of an office to the shaping o 
a great nation's policy. 


The range and amplitude of lilt thought grasped every 


phase of the philosophy of life, and he addressed his idea on 
paper to whoever called for it, -whether rich or poor, preacher 
or laymen, artisan or banker, pauper or politician. What he 
said uas all pith and sense. There was no attempt at 
rhetoric, no essays at style and no flowers of speech, but his 
:ommcntation was racy and original. What he wrote was 
compact in structure and fitted what he had to say like a 
;!ovc. He no more wasted words than he squandered dol- 
ars. 
The simple diction harmonized admirably with the

itu nexer diffuse. He ne%cr missed his mark nor aimed at the

PRESIDENT H'KINLEY ACCEPTS. 


President McKinlcy's letter of acceptance will neither sur- 


prise nor stinle the country. Tlie expected has happened, 
and the 'Pre«idcnt'< chief characteristic as a public man is 
that he has alwayt met expectation and been equal to all 
emergencies The letter is a plain statement of a plain mat- 
ter. As a temperate discussion of the business of govern- 
ment and a presentment of the issues before tlie electorate it 
is luminous and instruct!*c. Tlierc is candor and directness 
in every line, and all the conditions which now confront the 
Administration tire thoughtful!) considered in the dispas- 
sionate spirit of reflection that is Mr. McKinlcy's distinguish- 
ii.g trait. 


The document will heighten public respect for the Presi- 


dent, and deepen the confidence felt by the masses in the 
!oiuiSne<s of hi« judgment and the pitriotic motives which 
govern his actions. It 'n calm and statesmanlike compared 
with the hysterical utterances of Bryan, who never grasps 
but one aspect of an t««tie and never discusses more than one 
phase of a go\ crnmcnt.il problem. The breadth of McKin- 
ley's \ lev, is in sharp contrast Co Bryan's narrow ness in deal- 
ing with public questions, just ss Ills cool lucidity in discus- 
sion is a beautiful foil to tlie Nebraskan's passionate inten- 
sity. An intellectual poi«e and a clearness of •perception arc 
a» conspicuously present in one as they are noticeably absent 
in the other. 


Bryan is a fervid enthusiast with a vivid imagination and 


a jtritk of epigram tlut is both false in premise and unsound 
in conclusion. The President appeals alwavs to the reason, 
never to the imagination. A svmpathctic man, he never per- 
mits his sympathies to control his judgment or to lead him 
into ill considered actions. There U a note of quiet assur- 
ance in his letter, indicating that he has thought the matter 
fully out. 
Hi* conscience and his judgment approving, he 


presents hit deliberate conclusions to his countrymen with 
abiding faith in the result. 


The letter of acceptance is at once a declaration of policy 


and an explanation nf the Administration's attitude up to this 
time in dealing with the Filipino*. 
Everything has been 


left for Congressional action that could possibly be deferred. 
There has been a studious avoidance of anything that could 
be construed as the exercise oi extra-constitutional powers. 
The President has resolutely followed the idea that Congress 
and Congress alone should formulate the policy to be pur- 
sued in the Philippine Islands. This is but another way oi 
laying that it has been left to the people to decide through 
their representatives in Congress what shall be done. What 
fault can possibly be found with this attitude? It is the exact 
reverse ol imperialism or encroachment by the executive 'on 
the powers and privileges of the legislative department. 


As the occasion tequires, Mr. McKinley points out that 


the rrnttcr of supreme inter-at to the Nation at large is the 
preservation of-our financial integrity and security against 
repudiation and currency debasement Practically the policy 
of the President and that outlined by Bryan with respect to 
the Philippines differs mainly in form of statement Bryan 
says he will call Congress in extra session to form a pro- 
visional government for the Filipinos looking to their ulti- 
mate independence. McKinley says he proposes to leave 
She whole matter to Congress when U assembles at the reg- 
ular time. The issue then comes "back to the money question 
and the threat involved by Bryan's candidacy. On the sub- 
ject of trusts the President is aj sound as a dollar. There is 
no mistaking the meaning of his utterances on this rjues- 


' tion. • He declares that all combinations of capital in restraint 
of trade should be suppressed by law. This is sharp and de-

orm of literature has held a higher place than the personal 
etters of strong thinkers. Letter writing is al once an art 
ind a gift. The writer H always in the foreground, and the 
eader seems to be conversing with him m the flesh long 
ifter he has mouldered into dust 
His mental processes are 


n plain view, his personality ever present. The Apostle 
'aul was a great letter writer; although his epistles were 
onfined to one great subject, he touched every chord of the 
human heart and understanding with the hand of a master. 
He addressed the multitude, but to each one of that multi- 
tude, whether in hia day or ours, his words come as ad- 
dressed lo him personally by the great commentator on the 
mission of Chri»t. 


Voltaire was a wonderful letter writer, and so was Mon- 


tesquieu The first Napoleon po*<e««cd the art to an eminent 
degree, and -.o o.id his female antagonist, Madame De Stacl 
Each of these Ind an epistolary style peculiarly his own, 
partaking of their racial characteristics and reflecting to a 
certain extent the conventional forms of their times. 


Of English letter writers the most famous perhaps are 


Lady Marj Wortly Montagu, Lord Chesterfield and Horace 
\Valpolc. Of the three, Walpole was the most copious and 
the most trivial, but lie had the art of interesting, and his 
whimsical wit attracts the reader in spite of the tawdry 
character of his thought. 


In America the two most conspicuous letter writers, per- 


haps, are Thomas Jefferson and Margaret Fuller. Jefferson 
v\as no spcikcr, but he impressed Ins ideas of government 
mainly through the channel of personal letters 
Ilis style i 


perspicuous, pointed and direct 
Margaret Fuller's fam 


today rests almost «olely on her letter^ What «he wrote 
intentionally for the public is httlc read and practically un 
known to the great mass of American* even. 


Mr. Huntington !>• entirely different from all the<e.

wa« by profession neither statesman, htcratus nor dilettante 
He was a strenuous man of affairs, absorbed, as was pop 
ularly supposed, in <chentcs oi finance and the promotion o 
great enterprises. He was a mighty builder, the foretnos 
financier of his age, and a money maker of wonderful fore 
sight. He ui«i self-educated, pnd in all his life was busj 
with projects and cares that would have exhausted the mcnt.i 
and phjsical powers of twenty ordinary men. Yet this keen 
thrift), laborious man of business has left behind a mass o 
correspondence of vast amplitude and variety that is rich ii 
vivid interest. Thi« correspondence is second to none ii 
point of strength and originality. It is a reflex of -i colossi! 
mind, the revelation of a typical product of American dem- 
ocracy. Such a commentary caniot be found in the annals 
of all literature. 


Mr. Huntington's letters should be gathered up, edited by 


some capable and sjmpathctic compiler and published

more entertaining and instructive work could be |>rcsentei 
to the public. If such a man as William H. Mills wouk 
undertake the task literature would be vastly enriched 
Mr, 


Mills po«scsses eveiy qualification for the work. 
He is a 


man of a fine and discriminating literary taste; he is a grace- 
ful and vigorous writer with habits of thought that peculiarly 
fit him to be the biographer of Mr. Huntington and the 
editor of his letters. The task would be congenial. 
For 


thirty jcars he has been intimately associated with Mr. Hun- 
tington, and is as familiar with'his habits of thought ami 
mental attitudes as any man living He is, perhaps, better 
acquainted with Mr. Hutitington'c correspondence than any 
other. This is only n speculation, but should such a work 
he itiidertal.cn it would be well worth the while, and Mr. 
Mills is the man to do it.

OUR "OPEN DOOR.' 


If anything can stir up Congress to the necessity of pass- 


ing an immigration law more restrictive in its nature than 
the one nt present on the statute books, the report recently 
issued by the Immigration Bureau will do so. It shows that 
the tide from the Old World which at one time appeared to 
be ebbing has itumed this way again with more force than 
ever, and to make matters worse, the class of immigrants is 
far below that of even forae of the black jears recorded in 
the past. 


"Of the 341,000 immigrants who arrived la«.t year," says 


the report, "then, were 79,000 over 14 jcars of age who could 
not read nor write—which wouM probably place the total 
illiteracy at at least 33 per cent. Whereas in 1883—the ban- 
ner immigration year, both for qtrality and quantity—the 
center of the area was Berlin, Paris •znd Antwerp, it hss now 
shifted to Vienna or Budapest. In the past year, for example, 
nearly 100,000 of the immigrants, almost a third, were Ital- 
ians, and the larger part of these w ere undesirable people of 
the southern provinces of the peninsula. The increase in the 
immigration from the Russian Empire is also marked, there 
having been 44,500 as against 2,700 in trie previous year. It 
is (also interesting that twke as many Finns—a race that 
hitherto has been fairly well satisfied to remain at home- 
came over in 1809-1900 as in the previous year." 


Now -while, there is no need to again discuss the problem 


of whether or not we should close the gates ol the Republic 
to all but favored classes of immigrants, for that Issue has 
been decided in the negative, it is certainly pertinent to dwell 
upon the necessity cf shutting out the swarm of illiterate, 
vicious and low-grade humanity that is flooding the country, 
a menace to American laibor and American institutions. The 
anarchistic meetings in New Jersey that brought about the 
murder of King Humbert, ihs red-flag riots in Chicago, the 
racial vendettas in the Pennsylvania mining districts—these 
are the results of 'America's open door, and it is full time to 
scrutinize closely the credential! of' every one wHo passes 
through it. Bar out 'the dangerous elements altogether and 
give an even warmer welcome to ulic'intelligent and law- 
abiding classes—that is the way to build up ths 'Nation to' 
the heights we fain would reach,

a Man Well Known

An flllnol* man who tpent last «um- 


n»er In tills city made many frirnda here, 
ilr. Fred Lanfalr. & cousin of 11 M. De- 
w«y. had a narrow escape from death 
recently. Ills experience, as icUttd in 
the Sjirtuctloid Reinibllcan, was as fol- 
low*: 


"Frea Lanfalr. a West Decrfleld farmer 
had an experience Sunday which came 
near costing hi* life. Ho went luto iu» 
well 
to clean it out. and »a» burled 
alUe. there being- only a small space for 
orealhln*. In tun condition IMS »u>ed at 
the bottom of a w«ll Z7 .feet dtp from S in 
the «rtenuon until neanx » In U« *vi-n- 
taC. The stunr* wera packed In aruunl 
mm. vnllo through uie crwvlcr* «na 
ooxed thruuEh. except directly over his 
face. OV<T hla head »-a» a larg» .tone, 
underneath, one side of which cune air In 
sufficient 
quantities to k«p him allw 
The alarm nas sounded aa *o<m as the 
dUajiter became known, and the neigh- 
bora raillcd to the lesuce. 1'Unklng »a« 
piJin to prevent further cartnc of <he 
W«*IB>, Mr. Lanfair could be beard croan-

"The big stone Is pressing on my held" 
and later tliat UM earth »a» nlllnB In 
around h's mouih. In tho course of time 
a rubber tube- was passed into hla morth. 
through which he could breathe. Wnen

H f 
body was ut lust uncovered and pulled 
out with the aid of ropei

Ixinfalr will recover. The experience »a» 
a terrible one to Mm, and the work of 
rescue 
wan attended by much danger. 
FreJ Wellman. when cautlor>*d not to «-x- 
po»e hlrnolf to the dancer of being burled 
olive, said that he was going to Kive Mr. 
I>»nf«lr, and that In csse of hln b«lnit 
killed they could take out two bodies Ths 
select 
men of the tomn wern notified.

er the occmlon was a vrrj* trtng one for 
all conotrned. air. Lanfalr Ix understood 
to have wild thu them would be nn fur- 
ther cleaning ot well 8ur.day for him."
